Traditions are 
die-hards and it is an old man’s pleas¬ 
ure to live in the past, fighting the 
ancestral enemy in the same old way, 
oblivious of the fact that the old par¬ 
ties have been overcome by a new or¬ 
ganization to which they are all equal¬ 
ly opposed.

State Policy of Business Administra¬ 
tion if Such Were Elected 

Mayor Elton, chairman at Leth¬ 
bridge rally asked “Are our govern¬ 
ment ministers not enjoying plenty in 
the midst of poverty. Did they ever 
eijoy such plenty till they became 
members? Would they consent to live 
.in the modest way they did in 1934, 
until poverty is ended? Or why do 
they still take from poverty to live in 
plenty?” 

English Adventurers 

Harry Nolan, K.C., of Calgary, said: 
“Who is running (he province of Al¬ 
berta at the present time? It is that 
company of English adventurers trad¬ 
ing into Alberta headed by Major 
Douglas ? Is the province being run 
from* Fig Tree Court? And if social 
credit is so wonderful why does not 
Alajor Douglas cme to Alberta to en¬ 
joy it with us. Mr. Byrne went away, 
but he is coming back again and it will 
cost the people of Alberta $2,650 to 
bring him, wife and family back to the 
province. Either Mr. B yrne must 
have a very large family or else he is 
making sure of the return fare.” 

Sacrifice Parly 

Alfred Speakman said that the old 
parties all had to sacrifice something 
and get rid of the old partisanship 
which had divided them in the past. 
“Tere is no place in provincial affairs 
for partisanship,” he said. “Every 
right thinking man and woman must 
act, not as Liberal, Conservative, Far¬ 
mers Party or any other group, but as 
citizens of Alberta united for the good 
of the province. 

“Geting rid of Aberhart will not ac 
complish anything, but it will be the 
first step. The real problems will still 
remain to be solved, such as unem¬ 
ployment, penury debt, etc. The civil 
service must be re-established. The 
confidence of the province must be 
built up and those who do business 
with us must have confidence in our 
public men and in or credit. The task 
which Aberhart failed to accomplish 
must still be achieved. The people 
must get together to solve their prob¬ 
lems and act for he welfare of all.” 

Farmers First to Suffer 

E. L. Gray said that if Alberta were 
a sovereign state and the constitution 
did not exist, as claimed by the gov¬ 
ernment, the farmers would be first 
to suffer. Through confederation, Al¬ 
berta’s exports find a market. 

- Last year the farmers of Alberta 
raised 950,000 hogs and sold them for 
approximately $13,000,000 through 
trade channels arranged through con¬ 
federation under the Trade Treaty, in 
Great Britain. Albertea farmers had 
also sold in Canada, the Empire and 
elsewhere under Trade treaties wheat 
to the value of $40,000,000 and cattle 
to the value of $9,000,000. 

Then there had been sheep, hay, su¬ 
gar beets and many other farm pro¬ 
ducts which brougt te total to approx¬ 
imately $60,000,000. “If the trade 
channels are cut off, through breaking 
away from confederation, then agri¬ 
culture of the province will be de¬ 
stroyed,” said Mr. Gray. 


$5000 Social Credit 
Press Bureau 

The provincial government has 
passed an order-in-council for $5,O*'0 
to provide for the establishment of a 
press bureau to function under the 
"Social Credit” Board, it was learned 
last Friday. 

Formation of the bureau has a three 
fold function, to collect news for dis¬ 
tribution to newspapers and radio 
stations; to distribute statements of 
board of which E. Glen MacLaughlan 
circulate. information. 

The bJreau will be operated under 
the direction of the “Social Credit” 
ioard of which GBlenL. Macl-achlan 
s chairman. 

The order-in-council and establish¬ 
ment 5f the bureau will permit of ci.- 
-ulation of the several posters which 
the United Democrats and “Social 
Credit” League have been circulating 
'ately.

J. H. Ross, principal of Western 
Canada High School, Calgary, has been 
loaned to the Provincial government 
as director for the new youth training 
movement. He stopped in High River 
on a survey through the southern par*, 
of the province and made clear one or 
two questions which have been con¬ 
fused in the public mind. 

The youth training is • for young 
Canadians between the ages of 18 and 
30, who are unemployed. This does 
not mean only those young people who 
are from farriilies on relief, as many, 
people supposed. It is intended to em¬ 
brace insofar as is possible, the young- 
people who are not placed in "the 
wage earning world, for purposes of 
training and placement. 

The scheme is as yet only in its in¬ 
fancy, and will be developed as it goes 
along, if it proves worth while. 

The first project is a forestry camp 
near Kananaskis, with a capacity Tor 
60 youths. This should open on October 
1. The boys will be engaged in practi¬ 
cal forestry work with the provincial 
forestry Wien. In addition to the prac¬ 
tical and theoretical training, they will 
be taught first aid, and a teacher wii 1 
be engaged for those wishing ‘o pur 
sue ordinary studies. The plan is to 
place these young men in forestry or 
with private logging companies, after 
a period. 

Another phase of youth training is 
in agricultural and home economic 
lines for boys and girls. Short cour¬ 
ses will be give^ at various points in 
the province, and it is hoped to handle’ 
about 1200, by this means. In case of 
necessitous people, the expectation is 
to provide assistance in maintenance 
while these courses are being taught. 

Efforts will also be made to provide 
some apprenticeship along technical 
lines. This does not necessarily mean 
a.course at the technical school, but a 
move to place a boy in some plant as 
apprentice, where he can familiarize 
himself with machines, engines, etc. 
If in necessitous circumstances, there 
would be assistance in maintenance 
during this apprenticeship.

Order-in-Council 
Bars Court Appea l 

By order-in-council the rules of 
courts in Alberta are^ amended to pre¬ 
vent legal action against the govern¬ 
ment. 

The amendments provide that clerks 
>f the courts and registrars are pre¬ 
sented from entering any statement 
of claim, order of any kind or any 
proceeding which has provision or 
prayer for relief, attacking the val¬ 
idity of any provincial statutes. 

The province, it is pointed out, has 
urisdiction Over rules of court and 
procedure therein, although it has no * 
control over the judges. 

The orders have been signed by his 
Honor Lt.-Governor J. C. Bowen. 

The first order signed provided that 
only clerks of court were prevented 
from enterinfg such actions or claims 
and a further order was signed ex¬ 
tending this provision to registrars. 

To a large extent, this order sup¬ 
plants the amending bill to the Judica¬ 
ture Act which was passed at the Aug¬ 
ust special session of the Legislature 
and was later declared ultra vires by 
the Dominion. 

Under this order actions will be leg¬ 
al against the—government, but can¬ 
not be entered, which in the net re¬ 
sult, make them ineffective. Under thi 
amending bill to the judicature Act 
there could be no action taken against 
the government without fiat. 

This- order and amendment to rules 
of court will prevent actions such as 
were tilken by a resident of Edmon¬ 
ton against the acceptance by the city 
if provincial Prosperity Certificates 
ind against the government by an or¬ 
ganization on its reduction of interest 
on Lethbridge Northern Irrigation 
project bonds.

Spanish Situation 

Spain is a battleground of conflict¬ 
ing ideals, said Mr. Roberton.

there were 23,000,000 people, over half 
of whom were peasants renting from a 
landlord class, largely absentee, some 
individuals owning as much as 200,-

The absentee landlord w-as a great soc¬ 
ial evil, and agrarion life was one of 
feudal misery. On the industrial side, 
there were large foreign investments 
in Spain, which naturally were invest¬ 
ed for profit. As a consequence the 
Spanish people paid a great tribute in 
dividends to foreign investors, with a 
constant outgoing of wealth from the 
country. 

A most dominant section of society 
was the military officer class. An ar¬ 
my of 130,000 men boasted 21,000 of¬ 
ficers, and. so heavy was the expendi¬ 
ture for these officers that for every

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WHAT IS OFFERED? 


Quite a proportion of intelligent electors, while believ¬ 
ing that the present administration has failed not only in 
its self-imposed tasks, but in other elements of provincial 
business, are asking very pointedly “What does the fusion 
party offer, beyond abuse of the present dispensation?” 

This is a question which the opposition should meet with 
some satisfactory answer, and the fusionists must know 
what they are prepared to offer, and to fulfil. 

The hedging and indecision in the matter of debt and in¬ 
terest which has prevailed during recent years, must be met 
squarely and definitely. This is a paramount qusstion, 
which surely has some solution within the scope of the pro¬ 
vincial government. ' ., 

The great body of electors are eager for a curtailment of 
representatives, and the fusionists should have some clea 
pledge in this respect. Candidates should be prepared to 
submit to this general urge for a smaller group of admin 
istrators. 

This province must be brought into greater harmony 
with neighboring provinces and with the dominion, as thi 
affects every branch of provincial business. It affects par¬ 
ticularly potential outlet for the oil production of the prov¬ 
ince, which is handicapped for convenient market. 

Some constructive policy that will bring a measure of 
peace and security to dried-out areas should be evolved. 
This might take the form of removal to more fertile land 
elsewhere. But it must be real 'rehabilitation, not merely 
a dumping of people from one sterile spot to another spot 
equally unproductive. And it must be immediate. 

These seem to be major problems which the electors are 
discussing^ There are general policies in the matter ot 
roads, health, education, agriculture and so on, which de¬ 
serve comment. And position in regard to civil service, 
employment, youth training, regimentation of labor, licens¬ 
ing, etc., should not go unnoted. 

It is not sufficient to point out what is wrong and weak 
and ineffective. Something constructive, reasonable and 
possible of performance must be presented as an alterna¬ 
tive. It is evident that the opposition is recognizing this 
necessity. 


gauge the will of the people by the number of true blue 
pledges turned in. None of the restrictions and safeguards 
which circumscribe the Recall Act are necessary for true 
blue pledges. The signatures need not be written in ink, 
attested by a witness, or verified by declaration under oath 
of the Canada Evidence Act. There seems to be.no check on 
the signer’s eligibility as an elector. 

This light-hearted, informal method of obtaining a con¬ 
fession of faith, is going to satisfy the Premier. He has 
apparently not a moment’s doubt that these are all honest 
signatures. Yet the Drumheller Plaindealer states that 
whereas 198 individuals in Wayne are reported to have 
signed true blue pledges, this leaves only six of the total 
population who 1 have not signed. Moreover the total citi¬ 
zens eligible to vote in Wayne are 388. In fact it is credibly 
stated that in this town one merchant, anxious to please, 
signed pledges brought in by four different people. 

It is- extremely doubtful if there will be any searching 
inquiry into signatures, or any official count of the pledges 
by an impartial committee. The overwhelming endorse¬ 
ment will doubtless be announced some Sunday afternoon. 

It is perhaps natural that members of the government, 
should display a childlike faith in the honesty of support¬ 
ers, and an equally lively suspicion of the honesty of those 
who would oppose them. 

Hence the rigorous terms of the RecalJ Act. After stern 
initial stages, the petition forms arrive. And each name is 
signed with trembling or fearless pen, as the case may be, 
in the presence of witnesses, and solemn -declarations oi 
validity appended thereto; 

Heavy penalties are visited upon those who offer bribes 
or threats for signing or not signing, or who deface, alter, 
or take do wn a ny petition forms posted pursuant to the AcL 

Then there are the names of sixty-six and two-thirds per 
cent, of the numbers on the last voters’ list tff be obtained 
before it is brought to the notice of the member concerned, 
for inquiry. 

All in all, the Recall Act, while it may not be in good 
taste, undoubtedly involves a weary succession of steps 
all clothed in heavy technical obligations. It is a tedious 
rather than “spectacular” demonstration.

spent in officers’ pay. The army con¬ 
sumed 30 per cent, of national revenue 
Officers were exempt from taxation 
and almost immune from arrest. 

As a result of the growing feeling 
against this combined oppression, the 
election of February 1936, bi-ought a 
People’s party into being. 

Representatives were of widely di¬ 
vergent political beliefs, but were 
pledged to agrarian reform, and gen¬ 
eral social betterment for the common 
people. This was the legally elected 
government, which is now fighting for 
its life. The personnel included 84 
Progressives, 37 Standpatters, 36 
Catholic group; 16 Communists; 85 
Socialists, 18 Basque Nationalists—a 
mixed assemblage with definite objec¬ 
tion. 

Officer Plot Overthrow 

Although the army officers swore 
allegiance, they conspired consistently 
for the overthrow of the government, 
invoked the aid of Fascist forces 
brought in Moorish forces from Mor¬ 
occo, and fomented rebellion from ev¬ 
ery possible angle. 

Non Intervention Pact 

The non-intervention pact devised 
by foreign powers, was a legal out¬ 
rage, said the speaker. It put the law¬ 
fully elected government on exactly 
the same plane as the rebels, despite 
the fact that military forces had ac 
cess to arms, and the effective con¬ 
nection with Fascist resources. It act¬ 
ually was a sanction of war against 
the government, and in substance 
threw advantage to Fascist rebels. In 
dividuals and groups of other coun¬ 
tries unofficially have gone to the sup¬ 
port of the Spanish democracy, and 
Canada's part in aiding democracy 
lies mainly in the medical aid provided 
by Dr. Norman Bethune and his as¬ 
sistants. 

Religious War? 

Attempts have been made to de¬ 
scribe this as a religious war. Genera. 
Franco claims he is fighting for 
Christianity. It is curious that -he 
should have brought savage Moors 
from Morocco to fight against Christ¬ 
ians for Christianity. 

, Trace War to Fascism 

The best way to secure world peace 
is to diagnose and attack sources from 
which war comes. In most instances, 
declared Mr. Roberton, war may be 
traced to Fascism. Japan's offences 
were provoked by military dictator¬ 


ship. Italy’s attack on Ethiopia; the 
attack of Italy and Germany on Spain 
and again Japan’s attack on China are 
all examples. Democracy must be up¬ 
held against Fascism. 

_ Mass Murder 

W. Nroman Smith, speaking briefly 
on the League of Nations and the Eur¬ 
opean situation, said Europe and As 
ia were rapidly becoming aflame. 
Quoting the Manchester Guardian, Mr. 
Smith, said one of the most important, 
factors leading Britain to concern it 
self with the Mediterranean is the 
safety of the commonwealth against 
Italian piracy. Italy and Britain may 
yet clash on the freedom of the"Medi¬ 
terranean, the great international wa¬ 
terway. » 

The non-intervention pact in its op¬ 
eration deprives the Spanish demo¬ 
cratic government of the right to buy 
arms) and leaves it victim to Fas¬ 
cism, according to Norman Angell. A 
victory for Fascist forces in Spain will 
mean inevitably that Britain will face 
Italy in an effort to maintainlan open 
highway in the Mediterranean, As 
Germany and Italy have been enslav¬ 
ed, so may Spain follow and the de¬ 
mocracy of France will be hemmed in. 

Even in the heart of a war-tom 
country, the Spanish government ha.'- 
achieved miracles in opening schools, 
building roads and implementing the 
policies on which it went into power. 
It is an energizing force prompted by 
desire for freedom. Against this 
force are allied powers, made up large 
ly bf Italian, German and Moorish 
troops. 

Only by a European union against 
war can the catastrophe be warded.

“Female of the Species” 

Some folks will tell you that the fe¬ 
male of the species is more deadly 
than the male. But traffic acciden 
records of the Highways Department 
don’t bear this out by any means. In 
fatal accidents last year, 94 per cent, 
of the drivers were men; and in non- 
fatal accidents, 93.3*fJer cent, of the 
drivers were men r 

Although these figures do not show 
the relative number of male and fe¬ 
male drivers, still it refutes the old 
adage. But- regardless of such an old 
and silly legend, if all drivers, men and 
“women, would make up their minds 1 
that Highway Deaths Must Stop, then 1 
would be mighty few accidents. 

It isn’t the tyro who causes the ma¬ 
jority of deaths and traffic accidents. 
It’s the experienced driver who knows 
what lo do with his hands but doesn't 
use his head. 

Last year in Ontario, 97.6 per cent, 
of drivers in fatal accidents had op¬ 
erating experience of one year 01 
more, and in non-fatal accidents the 
percentage was 97.2. 

Recklessness puts many drivers “be¬ 
hind the eight ball,” but reasonable 
caution and the firm determination 
that Highway Deaths Must Stop will 
keep every driver (and every pedes 
rian, too) in the safety zone.—Colling- 
wood Enterprise.
